Hi! My name is JoAnn Holoka and this article is to introduce 
me as your newly elected representative to the Organization 
for Student Representatives (OSR) of the AAMC. Since many of 
you have been asking me just what is OSR I thought I would 
take this opportunity to introduce you both to me and the 
AAMC and OSR. 


To improve the quality of medical education the AAMC was 

founded over 100 years ago. The AAMC includes membership 

from all the U.S. and Canadian medical schools, 60 major 
academic societies, and 404 of the major teaching hospitals. 

The AAMC carries out many programs and studies geared to 
advancing and improving medical education. A few examples 

of how the AAMC's work benefits the medical profession as 

well as the nation's health is: (1)Working with other pro- 
fessional organizations, (2) Being responsible for accreditation 
of educational programs in undergraduate and graduate medical 
education, (3) Publishing directories of medical school admission 
requirements and curricula descriptions, (4) Keeping its 

members informed on legislative issues, (5) Providing testimony 
and consultation to Congress, the President's staff, members 

of the Department of HEW and the National Institutes of Health. 


Now where does OSR fit into this scheme? Good question. Since 
the AAMC is interested in improving the quality of medical 
education it is also interested in student's perspectives of 
medical education. In 1970 the AAMC created OSR to gain 

Student input and participation. As you can see from the 

diagram below, OSR serves as a councillor to the Council of Deans.

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OSR also has two voting members on the Executive Council 

and eleven voting members on the Assembly. It is through 
these ties that OSR can contribute students perspectives and 
bring any proposals to the governing body of AAMC.

OSR also nominates students to serve on the National Residency

CURRICULUM COMMITTEE REPORT - College of Nursing 


The curriculum committee meets twice a month to discuss and 
approve various new courses and electives to be included 
within the Rush graduate and undergraduate curriculum. They 
also determine revisions and deletions of courses already 
offered. Assessment of smaller colleges for affiliation 
with Rush is also an important concern of the committee. 
Recently the committee approved a change in the structure 
of the NAS grading policy for the undergraduate nursing 
Curriculum. This will include splitting the total amount 
of credit hours received into two separate parts. One will 
reflect RPSLMC and clinical work as strictly a pass/fail 
grade for those amount of hours. The other portion will 
reflect the hours spent in lecture and examinations by a 
grade. This has now been sent to the faculty to be voted 
upon by their members. 


Two new courses being considered for the future in the under- 
graduate nursing curriculum consist of a course to help 
students acquire better writing skills and a basic nutrition 
course. A new parent-child assessment course was recently 


approved to be offered to post-baccalaureate students. 


The committee also approved to have Rush support a city 
wide Health Fair to be offered October 6 - October 12, 1980 
and to involve student nurses on a volunteer basis. 


If anyone has any suggestions or concerns about the curriculum, 
please contact their student representatives so they can get 
the issue on the agenda in a future meeting.

Applications for the under- 
graduate nursing program are down about 38%, while applications 
for the graduate program are up about 38%, compared to last 
year's statistics.

I've just returned from the OSR convention in Milwaukee. 

Several areas of medical education were discussed. Since 
financial aid has been a prime concern in our school since 

the announced increase in tuition, I will focus this article 

on the session that was held on the status and means of assessing 
financial aid. 


Mrs. Frankie French from the University of Michigan Medical 
College opened up the session on Financial Affairs with a 
crying towel to emphasize the current problems with sources 

of financial assistance. Some of the loan programs such as 
HEAL have been suspended for new borrowers until legislation 
can be amended to increase the interest rate. (HEAL allows 
$10,000/year to be borrowed at 12% interest which is now less 
than prime. When the loan program was started the prime 
interest rate was well below 12%) According to Mrs. French 
there is also a real possibility that other loans such as 

the National Direct Student Loans will be cut. The Guaranteed 
Student Loan Program which most of us participate in, will 
hopefully,if the higher education reauthorization legislation 
passes,still allow the annual loan limit of $5,000 for grad- 
uate students but the total amount borrowed would be increased 
to a $25,000 maximum. Mrs. French however, cautioned that due 
to a money market crunch, banks may limit the amount of their 
portfolios assigned to the program. Also, the funds allocated 
by the federal government for the special allowance and the 
guarantees may be curtailed. 


The rest of the session on financial aid concentrated around 
what the student could do for himself/herself to get through 
school. The main emphasis was on parents funding the student's 
education even for independent students. Mrs. French also 
suggested considering each student as single for financial aid 
needs because she doesn't feel that the medical schools are 
here to support spouses or families. (An interesting comment I 
thought,considering the family or spouses'income was emphasized 
as being considered in the students financial aid status. I 
guess spouses and families don't have debts!). Interesting 
ways of raising funds for financial aid were suggested. Among 
them was a student telethon, done last year by Wayne State 
Medical College, where they raised $110,000. Another idea was 
seeking adoption by an alumni of the medical college or a 
community.

fees less that aid. Also, Rush University requires that 
all students either become a member of our BLUE CROSS 

group hospitalization policy or show proof of adequate 
hospitalization coverage elsewhere. If indeed you are 
covered by another hospitalization policy now and would 
like to stay on that policy, you must bring proof of such 
coverage to registration. Proof would consist of your 
membership identification card and/or your policy number.

PARKING 


1. Eligibility Requirements: 


All students of the Medical Center are eligible to 
apply for key card parking privileges. The quarterly 
rate for unreserved parking is $58.50. In addition 

all key cards issued require a $10.00 cash deposit, 
refundable upon return of Card. All day shift key 

card holders are urged to use lots "E" anda"F", entrance 
on Flournoy, leaving the other lots available for 
patients and visitors. All key cards can be used for 
access to the bridge doors at the overpass to the 4th 
level of the Academic Facility. The key card is to 

be used by the individual ONLY who it was issued to. 
ANY ONE FRAUDULENTLY USING A KEY CARD IS SUBJECT TO 
DISCIPLINARY ACTION AND/OR REVOCATION OF PARKING PRIVILEGES. 


2. Operating Instructions: 


Your key card must be inserted into the key card receptacle 
with the arrow pointing in and held in the receptacle 

a few seconds until the gate opens. The key card must 
first be used in the entrance to enter and then the exit 
when leaving. The card will not open a gate any other

Office Hours: 


The parking office is open 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. However, for the purpose of obtaining key 
cards, decals and conducting routine business the 
office hours are limited to 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. 
Monday thru Friday. (ext. 6594) 


Decals: 


All students who drive and park vehicles at the Medical 
Center are required to display a current vehicle sticker. 
Decals are also necessary for obtaining the employee 
discount of $1.95 per day, for those who do not have 

a key card. The decal should be affixed on the lower 
left corner of the windshield. The decal is important 
to both the security and garage personnel in attempting 
to locate parking patrons who have left their lights 
on, burglar alarms sound, etc. Decals are available 

in the parking office during normal business hours and 
are free of charge. 


Emergency Vehicle Service: 


The parking facility provides jumpstarts and tire change 
service free of charge to all parking patrons. Should 
you require this service contact the garage office. 


Lost, Misplaced Key Cards: 


In the event your card is lost or misplaced contact the 
parking office immediately. A replacement for your 
key card will require another $10.00 deposit. If 

you forget your card, you may enter the garage by 
pulling a parking ticket from the automated vendors at 
any gate. When you exit, you will be required to 

stop at the office, not the cashier, to confirm your 
parking registration. Your ticket will be validated 
and you may then exit at no charge.
